We're ready for whatever it 
might be and anxious to get to it and 
we're «determined to do our best to 
put the Germans where they belong. 
'- This is boxing day and things are 
pretty quiet around camp: Most of 
the boys are off on Xmas leave and no 
doubt enjoying-it to the full. It 
seems a pity at this time, which is 
symbolical of peace and good -will, that 
so many nations should be engaged, 
in warfare.

* We are glad to notice that the 


- | xewspapers of the west are wak- 


ening up to the fact that they 
h ve been: imposed upon for 
some time i in the way of free ad- 
In this. respect the 
different’ governments .of the 
eountry: have been the bizgest 
sinners. Scarcely a day passes 
that one of ‘the departments in 
the different governments does 
not send out a’ sheaf of litera- 
ture which is advertising matter 
‘puré and simple, These are ac- 
egmpanied with a nicely. worded 
letter stating that “we are sure 
this will be of interest. to your 
readers and would be greatly 


obliged if you would publish 
same.” . In most cases these ar- 
ticles ane of interest to and con- 
tain information that the public 
should know but the only way 
they can get to know it is by the 
generosity of the newspapers. 


which people go into’to make a 
living out,of. The space in the 
paper represents the same to its 
proprietor as the dry goods and 
groceries do to the merchant. 
People who would not think of 
going into a store and asking 
‘the clerk for free. dry goods or 
groceries quite thoughtlessly 
ask the newspaper to give them 
space for nothing. In face they 
are stunned when reminded that 
the space for advertising pur- 
poses is sold.
